Dear Mr* Dulles: 

I am writing you on behalf of the Asian Studies Review Committee 
of Indiana University* This committee was established by the 
Deans of the Graduate and Arts and Sciences Colleges for the 
purpose of reviewing the training in Asian Studies at both the 
graduate and undergraduate levels at Indiana University in order 
to make recommendations for the coordination and improvement of 
such studies* In the process of discussing Asian Studies with 
our various colleagues at this and other universities, it came to 
our attention that a great deal of emphasis needs to be made as 
to the nature of the United States* involvement with Asia at 
present and into the foreseeable future and the responsibilities 
of American universities in acquainting their student bodies with 
the nature of this involvement and of providing highly trained 
Asian experts to serve as a trained personnel resource for the United 
States Government, for United States business, and for colleges 
and universities* Coinciding as it does with the National Education 
Defense Act, the activities of the Committee also serve to emphasize 
the responsibilities of American universities in maintaining and 
improving the security of the United States and all that it represents* 

In order to assist us in our planning, we intend to hold a Conference 
on November 12, 13 and li: at Indiana University and to invite a 
group of outstandingly successful Asian Studies Program directors 
and/or planners to join Tdth representatives of Indiana University 
and personnel from other universities and colleges within the State 
of Indiana and adjoining states for a thorough-going airing of the 
problems and possibilities of such programs* It occurred to me
